usychiatrists take the stand that he should not be i m p r i so ne d f r the 
-rim e. To ser.d Murch to Sing Sing to serve out a term of fr om 20 ye ar s 
to life that the verdict o f second degree murder makes m andatory, is, 
t-iey say, to spoil his chances o f mental rehabilitation. T he two me nt a l 
specialists, Dr. Louis Berg, attending physician at New Y’ork C o u n t y 
Penitentiary, and Dr. E dward S. C ow les, head o f the Psychiatric F o u n ­ 
dation, place the entire blame for M urch’s delinquency squarely upon the 
J io u ld ers of society, and it is up to society, they believe, to try to u n d o 
what it has done. Dr. Berg asserts that outsid e o f prison walls there 
would alw ays be a chance for the youth to m end, hut if he is locked up 
for the best years of his life with hardened criminals, he will com e out of 
jail thoroughly warped. 
Dr. C ow les is o f the opinion that instead o f 
being sent to Sing Sing, young Murch should be placed under super­ 
vision, education, discipline and control, where he might he studied and 
treated like other deficient children. A p p a r e n t l y both doctors believe 
in the statem ent made at Murch s trial to the efiect that the hoy killer 
had the mentality o f only a six-year old child.
